CLANDESTINE PROFILE

"April 17, 2000: Mobilization Radio, which had been disseminating information thruout 
the past week about the activities of the IMF/World Bank actions as they have happened, 
raided by the DC police, the FBI and at least one official from the FCC. The enforcement 
squad arrived at about 3:30, without a warrant, and ordered the station closed. A standoff 
ensued for about two hours, during which time the authorities refused to make any 
comment or even to explain why they were there. They blocked traffic on the entire road 
and restricted access for any non-residents into the alleged broadcast building or any of 
several adjacent buildings on cither side." 

"Shortly before 4PM, a crowd of about three hundred demonstrators arrived on the scene, 
a deviation from their march to a jail solidarity action in support of those arrested during 
World Dank related demonstrations. At that point the police donned riot gear and formed 
a line in front of die building. What happened next was probably unprecedented in the 
history of microradio: the police, FBI, FCC and assorted other intelligence left the scene. 
The crowd immediately took the street in celebration, but almost as quickly gave the 
street back up to traffic, an indication of their unwillingness to create friction between 
themselves and the local community. For about a half-hour they allowed themselves to 
bask in the glow of a decisive victory before continuing back on their path toward jail 
solidarity. Iliroughout the course of the entire event there was no violence on the part or 
cither demonstrators or police. In fact, when the police first made a move back to their 

"During the course of the week's convergence on die capitol. Mobilization Radio, a low- 
powered, unlicensed radio station that was set up specifically for this week's events, has 
been a valuable means of communication for protesters in the street. They had been 
dispensing information about what kinds of actions were taking place and where help was 
needed. With the arrival of the law enforcement agencies the station was shut down. 



After the police left the station was disassembled and carried out as the participants left 
the building and regained anonymity as members of the crowd." 



1 have seen no other mentions of this clandestine radio activity in the mainstream press, 
and Alan llcnncy and Joe Tuba unfortunately give no frequency for the transmitter, but 
other newsgroup postings said that 97.5 MHz I'M was the frequency used. It is not 
exactly true that the operation of this station has no precedent, since a similar station

SCANNERS AND THE PC DEMONSTRATION 

Mobilization Radio was not the only radio hobby related activity at the IMF Washington 
demonstrations. Alan llcnncy also sent the following analysis from a newsgroup of 
scanner activity in the District of Columbia during the protests. It seems clear that the 

monitoring the demonstrators. Meanwhile, the demonstrators were operating a scries of 
two-way handheld communications networks. I'll let you read this for yourself. As the 
next quoted paragraph notes, the source of the data is anonymous. 

"Yesterday showed 'VERY HEAVY* use of the FRS frcqs. 462.6375 appeared to have 
been the main channel, and was just as busy as, and run very similarly to MPD. The 
"Dispatcher" was Comm, and the field units identified with single digit numbers, double 
digit number, and "handles." At one point, Comm told all the field units to go Green on 
UI IF channel 3, but I could not find this channel scanning between 461. and 465. or the 
entire 467 segment. 1 did hear Comm tell a single field unit to go to "postion" two on 
their radio for a test. This was FRS frcq. 2, 462.5875, as I suspected. It was very 
interesting hearing the protesters calling for "Back Up" on numerous occasions when PD 
would beef up their presence. The protesters also referred to PD action this way: "We 
need medics and legal help at location X for police violence." Using RccAII-Pro, 1 taped 
the entire day, resulting in 41 I -meg files of 10 minutes each. This info may be released, 
but please keep it anonymous."

MORE INFORMATION AND FUTURE PLANS 

Mobilization Radio not only broadcast live on FM, but it also streamed its audio via the 
internet. The web site for the station is still active as I write this column in late June, but 
the streaming links uppcar to be currently inactive. But, it's an interesting web site, and 
you might want to check it out at the http://www.aI6.org/rndio/ URL. It does have 
audio links to some micropirutc streams that were active when I checked. 



In addition, the Mobilization Radio web site indicates that they apparently have future 
plans for additional operations. It isn't every day that you sec a schedule posted on the 
internet for a domestic USA clandestine station. They say that (hey will be attending the 



Republican National Convention in Philadelphia July 31 to August 3 and the Demo 
National Convention in Los Angeles August 14 to August 17.

If you 
arc in this category, a trip to Philly for clandestine DX purposes might be a very wise 
strategy during the Republican Convention. The same logic applies to Los Angeles for 
(he Democratic Convention if you live in California. The web site address for 
Mobilization Radio requires no trips at all, you can access it from any computer. Thus, 
for the first time in history I find myself recommending internet clandestine DXing plans 



Certainly ACE members and other DXcrs will not be the only people aware of these 
future plans. The FCC has computers, and they can read postings on web sites as well as I 
can. They now have experience with FM clandestincs in two USA cities, one of which 
was only a couple of miles from FCC Headquarters in Washington, DC. I would not 
consider it particularly likely that the FCC would avoid Philadelphia and Los Angeles 
under the circumstances. So, there is a potential for a bust announcement by the FCC in 
cither of these cities.

26th All Things Considered program was part of a scries entitled "Lost and Found Sound" 
which is a national radio collaboration celebrating a century of recorded sound. David 
Gorcn produced the show which provided a good overview of the numbers scene. If you

I've recently had the chance to chat with some conspiracy theorists on the internet. 
1 won't go into detail exactly what the conspiracies were, but the underlying theme was 
the same: They can't prove what they believe is true, they just know it's true. 1 started 
thinking about those or us who listen to numbers stations. Many of us just seem to know 
whut's what when it comes to numbers stations, but few of us can prove it beyond a 
shadow of a doubt. 

Not that I want the numbers station phenomenon to enter the world of conspiracy 
theories, where speculation and conjecture are considered fact, and any evidence to the 
contrary is lablcd "government disinformation." There is no conspiracy as far as numbers 
stations tire concerned, unless you consider intelligence agencies keeping their business 
secret a conspiracy. I call it good for business. I was told at Kulpsville that 1 should go 
on Art Bell's (or whoever^ doing it now) radio program and discuss numbers stations, but 
irthat ofTcr ever came up I'd have to decline. Partially because of the connection to 
conspiracies, and partially because of the weird email Pat Murphy received after he 
appeared on the show. 

Rather, I thought that we should always keep in mind that what we always know 
as true may not be. We should always hold our information to a high degree of scrutiny 
to make sure that what we say about this or that station is true. How do we know that 
Cynthia is actually run by the CIA? 

We as numbers enthusiast have been doing a good job of this. When we speculate 
about this or that station, usually we label it us speculation, not fact. Uuscd on all 
available evidence, we can state that Cynthia does indeed work for the CIA, and Scnonta 
"Atencion" works for el Fidel. 

But, as a hobby, it is fun to try to match your wits with the intelligence 
community. Do they know what we're doing? Probably. Do they care? Probably not. It 
doesn't matter that we listen in if their codes are secure enough. I'm sure they sit back 
with amused interest at some of our observations and speculation. Could they even be 
engaging in "disinformation" with us? Possibly, but I don't sec the point. It would be 
pointless, since compared to what they know, we know very little. 

Will we ever know everything about numbers stations? Probably not. Perhaps 
fifty years from now when agents use Dick Tracy two-way wrist radios for instant, secure 
communications, intelligence agencies may decide to declassify information related to 
their numbers station activities. Or perhaps not. I won't hold my breath.
